On November 23, 2015, Chief Investigator Charles W. Stuber Jr. and I went to the 
Robeson County Board of Elections located at 800 N. Walnut Street, Lumberton, North Carolina 
28359 regarding this investigation, 

The assigned investigator interview Robeson County Board of Elections Chairman 
Steven Stone. Stone stated that he received .a telephone call from candidate Laura B. Sampson 
alleging that Candidate Leon Maynor was involved in vote buying which included several 
affidavits from witness involved in the vote buying scam. Stone stated that he received a text 
message from 910 740-6775 that included a picture of a check written by Leon Maynor, dated 
October 23, 2015 paid to people that Maynor took to vote. 

Stone state that he advised the Candidate to drop off the information at the Robeson 
County Board of Elections for him to review so he could determine what course of action to take. 
Stone stated that he advised Director G.L. Pridgen once he received the information from the 
Candidate to lock the information in the office which was turn over to the assigned investigator 
by G.L. Pridgen (See Item A). 

On November 24, 2015the assigned investigator contacted telephone number (910) 740- 
6775. A female answered the telephone who identified herself as Wixie Stephens. Stephens 
confirmed that she is the Campaign Manager for Candidate Laura B. Sampson and texted a copy 
of the check to Stone’s cell phone (910) 740-4636 regarding the vote buying allegations.

Pridgen stated Candidate 
Laura B. Sampson came into the Robeson County Board of Elections and handed him a sealed 
manila envelope address to Chairman Steven Stone. Pridgen stated that he was unaware of what 
contents were in the envelope when he received the envelope from Sampson. Pridgen stated that 
Sampson stated that the envelope was for Chairman Stone. 

Pridgen stated that he maintained custody of the envelope which was locked in the ballot 
room which he turned over to the assigned investigator. The assigned investigator maintained 
custody of the formal complaint along with the affidavits signed and notarized by the three 
witnesses which was placed in the case file for review (See Item A).

On November 23, 2015, Chief Investigator Charles W. Stuber Jr. and I went to the 
Robeson County Board of Elections located at 800 N. Walnut Street, Lumberton, North Carolina 
28359 regarding this investigation. 

The assigned investigator interview Lumberton City Council #7 Candidate Laura B. 
Sampson. Sampson stated that she filed a formal complaint with Robeson County Board of 
Elections Chairman Steven Stone alleging that Candidate Leon Maynor was involved in vote 
buying which included several affidavits from witness involved in a vote buying scam. Sampson 
stated that the information regarding the allegations were hand delivered to the Roberson County 
Board of Election address to Chairman Stone (See Item A). 

Sampson stated that she always heard allegations of vote buying but during the current 
2015 Municipal election for the City Council she keep hearing that Maynor was paying voters 
$7.00 dollars a vote. Sampson stated she was informed by a male subsequently identified as 
Hubert Sealy that he knows people who Maynor is buying their vote. Sampson further stated that 
Sealy is a police officer in Red Springs and is a childhood friend of one of the witness. Sampson 
stated that Sealy told her that this is not right. Sealy stated that he had a friend that Maynor paid 
three gold coins for his vote. Sampson stated that Sealy identified his friend as Clentel 
Thompson. Sampson stated that after the election she was called by Sealy who advised Sampson 
that he had the proof that Maynor was buying, votes. Sampson stated that she also received a call 
from one of her supporters identified as Alice Richardson telling her that she knows why she did 
not win. Sampson stated that she called her campaign manager Wixie Stephens who meet with 
Alice Richardson who gave her a copy of the $21.00 check. Sampson stated that Alice 
Richardson is Hubert Sealy’s mother in law. 

Sampson stated that she along with her Campaign Manager Wixie Stephens went to the 
voter’s residence to speak the witness. Sampson stated that Clentel asked her for $5.00 for a beer 
at which time Sampson told Clentel that she does not do that. Sampson stated that she was also 
able to get written statements from Clentel Thompson, Eula Mae Brown and Cassandra Brown. 
Sampson stated that she was also able to get a videotaped statement from Clentel Thompson (See • 
Item B). 

A review of the voter records by Sampson for One Stop voting revealed that all three 
voter voted early one-stop on October 23, 2015 and is the day that they had been pick up by 
Maynor and driven to polling place to vote. 


A review of the statement by the assigned investigator given to Sampson by Clentel 
Thompson states in sum and substance that Maynor came by his house located at 2410 Marshall 
Street and ask me if I will vote for him. Thompson stated that Maynor agreed to give him $7:00 
if you vote for me. Thompson stated that Maynor took us to vote, me and my friends to vote Eula 
Brown and Cassandra Brown and then he wrote us a check for $7.00 each (See Item C). 

Sampson verified that the information on the statement was the information she received 
from Thompson and was his signature on the statement which was witnessed and notarized by 
Wixie Stephen. 

A review of the statement by the assigned investigator given to Sampson by Eula Mae 
Brown states in sum and substance that all she knows is that Clentel told me to let’s go vote for 
Leon Maynor and all that I know is that Clentel says that Maynor was going to paid $7.00 dollars 
apiece to vote and that the check was in my name because Clentel has his I.D. Eula Mae Brown 
also writes that Leon came by to pick us up in his car, Eula Ma, Clentel and Cassandra (See Item 
D) . 

Sampson verified that the information on the statement was the information she received 
from Eula Ma Brown and was her signature on the statement which was witnessed and notarized 
by Wixie Stephen. 

A review of the statement by the assigned investigator given to Sampson by Cassandra 
Brown states in sum and substance that I Cassandra Brown went to vote for Leon Maynor. He 
came to pick us up me, Clentel and my mommy, he pays $7.00 dollars each (See Item E). 

Sampson stated that statement was written by Eula Mae Brown because Cassandra did 
not know how to write. Sampson verified that the information on the statement was the 
information she received from Eula Ma Brown and was her signature on the statement which 
was witnessed and notarized by Wixie Stephen.

Marshall Street, Lumberton, North Carolina 28358 regarding this investigation. 

The assigned investigator interviewed Eula Mae Brown. Brown stated that she meet Mr. 
Maynor a while back, about a year ago and that Mr. Maynor helped her get her lights back on. 
Eula Ma stated that Maynor told her about the City of Lumberton Department of Social Service 
that would help her get her lights back on. Eula Mae stated that no money was paid to Mr. 
Maynor to help her get her light back on. 

Eula Mae stated that Maynor would come by the house and asked if she was going to 
vote for me, her (Laura Sampson) or Bruce Davis. Eula Ma stated that she did not know who 
Clentel voted for. Eula Mae stated that Clentel told her that Maynor paid use to vote and Eula 
Mae said it is illegal. 

Eula Mae stated that Clentel never told her what the check was for. Eula Mae stated that 
Clentel had no ID so the check was made out to me.'Eula Mae stated that she had no idea what 
Maynor and Clentel talked about and why Clentel received $21.00. During the interview 
Cassandra Brown was laughing and telling her momma to tell the truth. 

The assigned investigator showed Eula Mae Brown the statement dated November 18, 
2015. Eula Ma stated that she did write a statement telling NCSBE investigators that the only' 
thing she know was that she had to vote for Maynor. Eula Mae stated that Clentel told her that he 
arranged with Maynor to vote and that the check was placed in her name because Clentel had no 
I D. and that Maynor came by to pick them up to vote (See Item D). 

Eula Mae did verified that she did sign the statement but became very hostile and refused 
to answer any more questions.

On 11/23/2015, Eula Mae Brown was contacted at her residence, 2410 Marshall Street, Lumberton, 
North Carolina, by Investigator Matthew Martucci and Chief Investigator Charles W. Stuber, Jr., of the 
North Carolina State Board of Elections (NCSBE). Brown furnished the following information: 


Brown advised that, about a month ago, Leon Maynor came by her house. The power had been turned 
off, so she had no lights in her house. Brown stated that Maynor contacted the City of Lumberton and 
was successful in getting the power turned on to her house. 


Brown iinformed that she recently was contacted by Mr. Maynor. Brown stated that Maynor wanted 
her to vote for him in the Lumberton Town Council race. Maynor also wanted her to vote for another 
candidate, Bruce Davis. Brown was asked whether Maynor offered her anything in return for her vote. 
Brown responded by saying that Maynor said he could not pay her, because that would be illegal. 
Brown was asked about a $21.00 check that Maynor wrote to her around the time of the election and 
the allegations that the $21.00 was to pay she, her daughter, Cassandra Brown, and Clentel Thompson 
$7.00 apiece for their votes. Eula Mae Brown denied that they were paid for their votes. Brown then 
ended the interview. While Brown was denying that they were paid for her votes, Cassandra Brown 
walked up and encouraged her mother to tell the truth. Despite Cassandra Brown's pleas, Eula Mae 
Brown refused to answer any more questions.

Marshall Street, Lumberton, North Carolina 28358 regarding this investigation. 

The assigned investigator interviewed Cassandra Brown. Brown stated that Mr. Maynor 
asked my step daddy to vote and that he would pay us $6.00 dollars apiece. Brown stated that her 
step daddy and her mamma got in the car and gave us $6.00 dollars apiece to vote for him. 
Cassandra stated that Maynor gave her mamma the check because Clentel had no I.D. 

Cassandra further stated that Mr. Maynor made out the check to my momma for $21.00 
dollars. Cassandra stated that my momma and I went to the bank in the shopping center across 
the street to cash the $21.00 dollar check and split the money and all got $7.00 dollars apiece. 

Cassandra stated that she bought cigarettes and soda with the money. 

The assigned investigator showed Cassandra Brown the statement dated November 19, 
2015, Cassandra stated that she did not write the statement but her momma write the statement 
for her. The assigned investigator asked Cassandra to read the statement to the best of her ability 
with the assistance of the assigned investigator stating that I Cassandra Brown went to vote for 
Leon Maynor. He came to pick us up me, Clentel and my mommy, he pays $7.00 dollars each. 

Brown verified that the information on the statement was the in fact the information she 
reported and verified that the signature on the statement was her signature.

On 11/23/2016, Hubert Sealey was telephonically contacted at (910)734-8127 by Charles W. Stuber, Jr„ 
Chief Investigator, North Carolina State Board of Elections. Sealey provided the following information: 


Sealey advised that he and Clentel Thompson grew up together. Sealey informed that Thompson had 
been approached on two occasions by an individual, Leon Maynor, who offered to pay Thompson to 
vote for him. The first occasion occurred about four years ago. Thompson told Sealey that Maynor 
came by and picked him up in a van and drove him to the voting location. Maynor gave Thompson a 
voting card which directed Thompson to vote for him (Maynor). In return for voting for him, Maynor 
gave Thompson three gold coins. 


This year, Maynor again approached Thompson. Sealey advised that Maynor gave Thompson a card 
saying to re-elect Maynor. Thompson voted during the early voting period, Sealey stated that 
Thompson told him that Maynor paid him for his vote. Thompson said that Maynor paid him, his wife, 
Eula Mae Brown, and his stepdaughter, Cassandra Brown, $7.00 apiece to vote for him (Maynor). Sealey 
advised that he had gone by Thompson's house and observed an "I voted" sticker. Thompson showed 
Sealey a $21.00 check from Maynor with the notation "voting citizens" at the bottom. The check was 
made payable to Eula Mae Brown. Sealey thought the $21.00 check was made payable to Brown, 
because Thompson and Cassandra Brown did not have identification cards or driver’s licenses to 
negotiate a check. 


Sealey stated that Thompson is an honest person, and he knows Thompson is telling the truth about 
Maynor paying him for his vote. Sealey commented that he told Thompson that he was "worth more 
than that ($7.00)." 


Sealey advised that Thompson was with him working in South Carolina. Sealey then gave his phone to 
Thompson, so that Thompson could speak with Chief Investigator Stuber.

On 11/23/2016, Clentel Thompson was telephonicaily interviewed on the phone of his friend, Hubert 
Sealey, #(910) 734-8127, by ChartesW^tuber. Jr., Chief Investigator, North Carolina State Board of 
Elections. Thompson was bom on^^^^Hand resides at 2410 Marshall Street, Lumberton, Worth 
Carolina. Thompson provided the following information: 


Thompson informed that he is a registered voter In the state of North Carolina (WC), Thompson advised 
that he voted in the 2015 election in Lumberton, NC, Thompson stated that one of the candidates, Leon 
Maynor, came by his house two or three times to ask Thompson if he would vote for him. Thompson 
stated that Maynor offered to pay him $7.00 for his vote, Maynor also asked Thompson s wife, Eula 
Mae Brown, and his step-daughter, Cassandra Brown, if they for vote for him in return for payments of 
$7.00 apiece. Thompson stated that everyone agreed. Thompson informed that Maynor picked them 
up and took them to the polls. Thompson remembered that the polling place was the Board of Elections 
office in Lumberton across the street from the jail. Thompson recalled that they rode together in 
Maynods black four-door car. Maynor did not go into the polling place, but he gave them a sample 
ballot showing them who to vote for. Thompson remembered that May nods name was marked along 
with the name of another individual. Thompson stated that he .went Into the polling place and marked 
the name of the other candidate, Laura Sampson, on his ballot. Thompson did not tell Maynor that he 
had voted for Sampson instead of him (Maynor), 


After they voted, Maynor dropped Thompson. Eula Mae Brown, and Cassandra Brown off at their house 
Maynor instructed them to wait and told them he would be back in ten minutes with a check. Maynor 
came back to their house and gave them a check for $21.00. The check was made payable to Eula Mae 
Brown. Thompson confirmed that the $21.00 represented payments of $7.00 apiece to him, Eula Mae 
Brown, and Cassandra Brown for their votes. Thompson indicated that the $21.00 check was made 
payable to Eula Mae Brown, because he and Cassandra Brown did not have identification documents 
that would be needed to negotiate the check. Thompson stated that he has since obtained an 
identification card. Thompson advised that he, Eula Mae Brown, and Cassandra Brown went to a 
Chinese restaurant and cashed the $21.00 check. Each one of them received $7.00 of cash. Thompson 
said he spent his $7,00. 


Thompson advised that he provided a statement to Laura Sampson about Maynor paying him, Eula Mae 
Brown, and Cassandra Brown for their votes. 




Thompson was asked if he knew anyone else who was paid by Maynor for their vote. Thompson 
identified Christopher McRae, who lives on 2 nd Street in Lumberton. Thompson stated that McRae 
agreed to vote, but he did not know if McRae was paid by Maynor. 

Thompson advised that, in a previous election a couple of years ago, Maynor was giving people three 
$i.00 gold coins to vote for him. 


Thompson furnished a telephone number of (910) 736-1923 at which he can be reached.

On November 23, 2015, Chief Investigator Charles W. Stuber Jr. and I went the residence 
of Leon Maynor located at 195 Cavalier Drive, Lumberton, North Carolina 28359 regarding this 
investigation. 

The assigned investigator interview Lumberton City Council #7 Leon Maynor. Maynor 
stated that he has been the incumbent for the past 8 years. Maynor stated that he has been 
involved in the education system as a Behavior Education Specialist before retiring. Maynor 
stated that he got into politics because his brother was the Sheriff in Robeson County. Maynor 
stated that his brother was arrested during the Tarnish Badge Investigation and was sentence to 
federal time. Maynor stated that his opponent Laura Sampson has tried to take his seat on the 
City Council and has the backing of “Big Money’ an individual who Maynor identified as 
Dobbs. 

Maynor stated that the current election is still pending because the race is too close to call 
with a one vote difference. Maynor stated that he personally opposes one stop voting because of 
the hauling of voters to polls to vote. Maynor stated that although he is against the practice of 
hauling he does personally participate in taking voters to the polls to vote. Maynor also stated 
that he oppose public housing because of the amount of shootings that happen in public housing. 

Maynor stated that he started campaigning in July 2015 which including hauling voters to 
polls to vote, speaking to voters in person, going door to door trying to sell himself and 
convincing voters to vote for him. Maynor stated that during his campaigns he does pay people 
to take people to vote at polls and puts gas in their cars. He also pays people $5.00 dollars a head 
to get people to vote in addition to paying them for gas. 

Maynor stated that he know the voters in the community and on Election Day November 
03, 2015 that voter didn’t get out to vote because of the bad weather. Maynor stated that he 
knows of at least 70 voters who did not vote because of the bad weather. 

Maynor stated that he is the Campaign Manager/Treasurer for his campaign and has a 
special account that he write checks from. Vfhen asked by NCSBE investigators about the 
account, Maynor explained that when he writes a check from the account he indicated the reason 
why he is making payment on the ledger of the check. Maynor stated that if he was paying for 
campaign worker to place signs for his campaign, he would indicate that in the body of the 
check. Maynor stated that if he was paying campaign workers at the polls, he would also indicate 
that on the check made to poll worker. Maynor further stated that if he was paying campaign 


worker to hall voter to the polls, he would also write that on the check. Nlaynor stated that he 
would also note on the cheek when paying campaign worker for gas. 

When NCSBE investigators asked Maynor did he ever write out a check in the amount of 
$21.00 for voters to vote for him, Maynor relied “I do not pay people to vote”. Maynor stated 
that the $21.00 cheek that investigator where referring too was made out to Eula Mae Brown 
because she was getting voter to get out to the poll to vote. Maynor stated that he would never 
pay voters to vote for him. MaynoT stated that the $21,00 did not include payment to Eula Mac 
Brown. Maynor stated that since Eula Ma was able to get three voter to get out to the polls to 
vote that the check was for three persons that included Eula Mae’s daughter (Cassandra Rrown) 
Eula Ma’s boyfriend (Clentel Thompson) and Christopher McCrae and Christopher’s son also 
came along for a ride to the polls. Maynor staled that lie pick all the voters up in his Black Honda 
and drove them to the polls. Maynor stated that he told the voters that he would appreciate if they 
would vote for him giving them a sample ballot. 

Maynor adamantly denied every paying anyone to vote for him stating that he always 
plays by the book. Maynor that the he and his wife are respectful individuals and he is a man or 
integrity. Maynor stated “that there is no way, God is my witness I never paid anyone to vote”. 

The NCSBE investigators toid Maynor if there where several witness that advised the 
assigned investigators that they were paid by him to vote for him, Maynor replied "It would be a 
lie” C Maynor stated that the voters probably do not even know who the candidates are when they 

are easting a vote. 

The assigned investigator requested that Maynor sign an authorize release document for 
his Financial Records. Maynor agreed to sigrUh^lease for his campaign account only which is 
a State Employee Credit Union Account^|^^^^^^^| (See Item K and Item L).

Thompson advised that he voted in the recent election In lumbertort, North Carolina (NC), Thompson 
informed that Leon Maynor took him to the polling place to vote. Thompson advised that there were 
four people in the car in addition to Maynor-Thompson, Euia Mae Brown, Cassandra Brown, and Chris 
McRae,. Maynor.told Thompson that he would pay him $7.00 if he voted for him (Maynor). Thompson 
informed that Maynor gave them a sample ballot. Thompson recalled that Maynor's name was marked 
along with a man named James, Maynor told them not to mark the name of his opponent, Laura 
Sampson, Thompson stated that he voted for Sampson instead of Maynor 


After they voted, Maynor drove them home, Maynor had to go get a check to pay Thompson, Eula Mae 
Brown, and Cassandra Brown for their votes. Maynor provided a $21,00 check payable to Eula Mae 
Brown, Thompson stated that he and Cassandra Brown did not have identification cards at the time, 
although he has since acquired an identification card. Thompson advised that Eula Mae Brown cashed 
Maynor's $21.00 check at a Chinese restaurant, Eula Mae Brown kept $7.00 for herself, gave $7,00 to 
Cassandra Brown, and gave $7.00 to Thompson. Thompson stated that he used his $7.00 to buy 

cigarettes and some beer. 


Thompson informed that Hubert Sealey, a former North Carolina Highway Patrol Trooper, told Laura 
Sampson about Maynor paying them for their votes. Sealey advised Thompson to tell the truth about 

Maynor's vote-buying activities, 


Thompson stated that he heard Maynor gave a lady $300,00 to vote for him. 


Thompson advised that, in the election two years ago, Maynor was paying voters three gold coins to 
vote for him, Thompson commented that what Maynor was doing was illegal, but he did not tell anyone 

at the time. 


Thompson stated that Maynor has not come around to talk to them since they voted. Thompson was 
not aware of Maynor contacting Eula Mae Browm. Thompson commented that he does not know why 
Brown would attempt to protect Maynor by not telling the truth about Maynor's vote-buying. 

Thompson identified his probation officer as Leslie S. Henley. Henley's telephone number is (910) 618- 
5523. 


Thompson was shown two handwritten statements that he signed. These statements are attached for 
incorporation herein. Thompson confirmed that the statements were true and accurate, and he signed 
the statements again.

McRae stated that last year that Maynor tried to help him get his lights turned on while he-was 
residing at the Halsey Street location. McRae stated that he was force to move from the location 
because his rent was too high. McCrae stated that he moved to the 4 th Street location about three 
or 4 month ago. McCrae stated that Maynor did come to the Halsey street location to help him 
register to vote. McCrae stated that he believes that he fill out his voter registration when he was 
at the Commissioner for the Blind. McRae stated that he is suffering from retinal pyknosis which 
is causing him to go blind. McRae stated that he has seen several specialist regarding his retinal 
disease and was told that he will eventually go blind. 

McCrae stated that on one occasion Maynor lent him $20.00 cash so he could drive to 
Philadelphia to see an eye specialists. McCrae stated that he never re-paid Maynor for lending 
him the money. 

McCrae stated that when he did go to vote he was pickup up by Leon Maynor who drive 
him, along with three others .to the polls to vote. McRae stated that Maynor also had Cliental 
Thompson, Cassandra Brown and Eula Ma Brown, in his car when he was pick up by Maynor 
and taken to the polls to vote. McRae stated that Cliental sat in the front passenger seat while 
Cassandra, Eula Ma and myself sat in the back seat. McRae stated that he also brought his 9 year 
old son along to help him see. 

McRae stated that Maynor never offered him anything including any money to vote for 
him. McCrae stated that he is unware if Maynor paid anyone to vote for him including Cliental, 
Cassandra and Eula Ma.

Sampson advised that Leon Maynor came to her house and helped her complete a voter registration 
form on 10/15/2015, Maynor also helped her husband, John Sampson, prepare a voter registration 
form that day. Wendy Sampson said that Maynor took their voter registration forms to file with the local 
board of elections- Sampson informed that she went to vote on 10/22/2015. Sampson drove herself to 
the polling place. Sampson went with a woman whose name she could not recall, 


Sampson stated that she worked for Maynor to haul people to the polls so they could vote. She hauled 
voters in her Chevy Envoy sport utility vehicle (5UV) + Sampson advised that she received payments of 
$100,00 and $75.00 from Maynor for hauling voters during the most recent election. Sampson advised 
that Maynor paid her with checks, Sampson stated that she had already voted at the times she received 
the payments from Maynor. Sampson informed that she hauled 26 people to the polls to vote. 
However, Maynor only paid her for hauling 22 people, Sampson stated that Maynor knocked four 
people off her list of people she had hauled, Maynor claimed that two of the people Sampson had 
hauled to the polls, Christina Norris and Tom Locklear, did not vote for him. Maynor asserted that 
Sampson did not haul two sisters, Olivia Demry and Tina Demry, because the dates they voted did not 
match up with the dates Sampson claimed to have hauled them to the polls, Sampson advised that 
Maynor gave her a sample ballot on which his name was marked along with another man who Sampson 
said won the mayor's race. Sampson said that she told the people she hauled to vote for Maynor and 
the other man marked on the sample ballot. 


Sampson explained that she took Christina Norris to vote. When Sampson showed Maynor her list of 
people she had hauled, Maynor saw Norris's norm and said, "She let me know that she didn't vote for 
me, so she's gotta come off the list." Sampson commented that it was not her fault that Norris did not 
vote for Maynor. Sampson also said that she had spoken with Norris who told her she did not tell 
Maynor that she did not vote for him. Sampson stated that Maynor "screwed" her by not paying her for 


hauling Norris. Sampson mentioned that Norris's daughter, Licole Norris, hauled voters for Maynor's 
opponent, Laura Sampson. 

Wendy Sampson advised that she hauled 51 people to vote in an election for the Lumbee Tribe. 
Sampson was paid $5.00 "per head" by a Mr. Harvey. Sampson also received a bonus for hauling the 
most voters. 


Sampson stated that she was not aware of Maynor paying voters to vote for him. Sampson indicated 
that Maynor did not actually know who she was hauling to the polls until seeing her list after the fact. 


Sampson informed that a woman named Bree (Last Name Unknown) also hauls for Maynor. She did not 
know how much Maynor pays Bree for hauling. 


Sampson advised that her father, Von Ray Fields, used to be a hauler. She stated that her father had 
retired from hauling. 


Sampson stated that Laura Sampson picked up her husband, John Sampson, at the house of his mother, 
Doris Burney. Laura Sampson then took John Sampson to vote. Wendy Sampson informed that John 
Sampson can be reached at telephone number (910) 674-6956. 


Wendy Sampson commented that Maynor and Laura Sampson "dangle money" over people in the area, 
because they know they are poor.
